House Finance just voted (6 to 5) to bring the rate back down to 22.5, per an amendment 
introduced by Rep. Chenault. The result is a bill that will move to the floor with a 
22.5* rate and 0.4% progessivity. The vote went as follows: 



Yeas: Chenault, Meyer, Hawker, Foster, Joule, Thomas 
Nays : Kelly, Stoltze, Crawford, Gara, Nelson 



By the time they were ready to vote we knew Joule wasn't going with 25, but we still knew 
Thomas and Nelson were in play. Neither was making any commitment to us. Nelson 
ultimately voted for 25, so we're encouraged by that and what it says for the floor vote. 
Thomas was a bit more complicated. 



Before Thomas voted, he stated very clearly that he was ready to vote for 25 UNLESS Gara' s 
retroactivity amendment was adopted on the floor (in which case he would go with 22.5) . 
Thomas' rationale was that he didn't want the state to get "too greedy" by raising the tax 
rate SND collecting taxes retroactively. Note that the retroactivity amendment had just 
failed in committee and both Kelly and Gara pointed that out, hoping that Thomas would go 
with 25. It didn't matter, as Thomas, still wound up voting for 22.5. Thomas maintains 
that he is comfortable with switching back to 25 when voting on the floor_if retroactivity 
is not part of the bill. It can be difficult to guess where their heads are at times, but 
this- would at least give us some expectation that Thomas is with us on. 25 as long as 
retroactivity stays out of the bill. 
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We knew it was always going to come down to the floor vote. We hoped the bill would go to 
the floor with the 25% rate for the sake of momentum, but it wasn't a necessity. Our vote 
count Eor the floor still shows us with enough support for 25*. We now have to focus on 
those that could flip for any number of reasons. We'll huddle-up tonight/tomorrow and let 
you know if we have any names for you call.

A quarter of the Senate has signed on to keep the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge 
off-limits to oil and natural gas drilling. 

Backed by a group of 25 senators, Sen. Joe Lieberman (I-Conn.) introduced a bill 
today that would designate the coastal plain of the Alaskan reserve as an official 
wilderness area, thereby precluding any oil and gas activities. 
"America's strength is not in our oil reserves but in our reserves of innovation," 
Lieberman said in a statement. "The answer is not to drill in our national 
treasures but to increase our energy efficiency and find alternative and renewable 
sources of energy." 

All 26 sponsors are Democrats, excluding Lieberman and Sen. Bernie Sanders (I- 
Vt.). 

The coastal plain is currently off-limits to drilling rigs, but Lieberman and other 
lawmakers want permanent protection. Legislation in 1980 that expanded the 
Arctic preserve deferred a congressional decision on managing energy resources 
on the 1 .5-million-acre coastal plain. 

Alaskan lawmakers and others seeking to boost domestic production have long 
sought to tap an estimated 5.7 billion and 16 billion barrels worth of oil in the 
region. Republicans came close to opening the area in the last Congress after 
expanding their majority in the 2004 elections but fell just short. 
The ANWR issue is not wholly partisan, with several pro-drilling Democrats in 
favor of development and moderate Republicans having- sink efforts to open the 
reserve in the last Congress. 

Opening the area is not on the table under the Democratic leadership of 
Congress. At the same time, permanent protections are also considered quite 
unlikely given the difficultly associated with getting the 60 votes needed to pass 
such a measure. 

Reps. Ed Markey (D-Mass.) and Jim Ramstad (R-Minn.)' introduced House 
legislation in January to designate the coastal plain as a wilderness area. House 
and Senate legislation to create permanent protection has also been introduced in 
previous sessions of Congress.

Alaska's Congressional Delegation Vows 
to Defeat Anti-Development Legislation 

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Alaska's Congressional Delegation, Senator Ted Stevens, Senator 
Lisa Murkowski, and Congressman Don Young, today released the following statement in 
response to Senator Joe Lieberman's (ID-Conn.) newly introduced bill to designate Alaska's 
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Coastal Plain as wilderness. 

"With the price of oil approaching $100 per barrel and with our energy dependence on 
hostile foreign nations at a record high, now is not the time to cut our country off from the 
resources held in Alaska's Coastal Plain. This area has the largest untapped domestic oil 
field in the United States and would provide our nation with a million barrels of oil per day 
for at least three decades. Instead of blocking resource development, Congress must increase 
our domestic production of energy. 

"Alaska's Delegation supports a comprehensive energy plan that includes conservation, 
increased efficiency standards, and greater renewable energy potential. But without 
increased production of traditional fossil fuels, like oil and natural gas, Americans will be 
even more dependent on unstable foreign energy sources. 

"We will fight any attempt to deny development of our State's resources, particularly the 
Coastal Plain. Alaska already contains vast lands designated as wilderness, including the 
eight million acres ofANWR south of the Coastal Plain. Wilderness areas in Alaska already 
exceed 58 million acres. More importantly, more than 192 million acres of Alaska are 
already protected in wilderness areas, national parks, national preserves, national forests, 
national wildlife refuges, wild and scenic rivers, state parks, state preserves, state critical 
habitat areas, and state marine parks. The total designated area is the equivalent of all the 
East Coast seaboard states from Maine to mid-Florida. 

"ANWR is nearly 20 million acres. Energy production would be limited to 2, 000 acres - 0. 01 
percent of the entire refuge. In addition, development poses no threat to wildlife. Anti- 
development advocates claim that the-Prudhoe Bay oilfields have had serious impacts on 
wildlife. That is not true. After 30 years of development of oilfields at Prudhoe Bay and 
surrounding areas, wildlife have not been adversely impacted. Populations of caribou, 
grizzly bears, polar bears, arctic foxes, and musk ox have all remained stable or increased 
during oil exploration and development. 

"Our Delegation intends to work with the State of Alaska to defeat this short-sighted 
proposal.

All 26 sponsors are Democrats, excluding Lieberman and Sen. Bemie Sanders (I- 
Vt.). 

The coastal plain is currently off-limits to drilling rigs, but Lieberman and other 
lawmakers want permanent protection. Legislation in 1980 that expanded the 
Arctic preserve deferred a congressional decision on managing energy resources 
on the 1.5-million-acre coastal plain. 

Alaskan lawmakers and others seeking to boost domestic production have long 
sought to tap an estimated 5.7 billion and 16 billion barrels worth of oil in the 
region. Republicans came close to opening the area in the last Congress after 
expanding their majority in the 2004 elections but fell just short. 
The ANWR issue is not wholly partisan, with several pro-drilling Democrats in 
favor of development and moderate Republicans having sink efforts to open the 
reserve in the last Congress. 

Opening the area is not on the table under the Democratic leadership of 
Congress. At the same time, permanent protections are also considered quite 
unlikely given the difficultly associated with getting the 60 votes needed to pass 
such a measure. 

Reps. Ed Markey (D-Mass.) and Jim Ramstad (R-Minn.) introduced House 
legislation in January to designate the coastal plain as a wilderness area. House 
and Senate legislation to create permanent protection has also been introduced in 
previous sessions of Congress.

The seven Alaska high schools mentioned in the Johns Hopkins study are: Ben Eielson 
Jr. /Sr. High School, Lathrop High School, North Pole High School, Bethel Regional High 
School, Wasilla High School, Dillingham Middle/High School and Barrow High School. 



The Johns Hopkins study did not look at published graduation or dropout rates, which are 
publicly available. Rather, it compared the number of seniors with, the number of freshmen 
from four years before. The "retention rate" method does not take into account that some 
students transfer to other schools. 



Many of the seven affected Alaska schools had graduation rates notably better than the 
"retention rates" published in the Johns Hopkins study. 



Alaska, like other states, does have a serious dropout problem, Governor Palin said in the 
letter to the principals. But, she added, "I want you to know that my administration and 
I stand shoulder-to-shoulder with you in your committed efforts to educate the youth of 
Alaska as you prepare them to be successful, productive adults. To that end, if you have 
any potential dropout students, please have them call me personally and let_me help talk 
them into staying.

Joe Lieberman (I-Conn. ) introduced a bill today 
that would designate the coastal plain of the Alaskan reserve aa an official wilderness 
area, thereby precluding any oil and gas activities. 

"America's strength is not in our oil" reserves but in our reserves of _ innovation, " 
Lieberman said in a statement. "The answer is not to drill in our national treasures but 
to increase our energy efficiency and find alternative and renewable sources of energy."

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All 26 sponsors are Democrats, excluding Lieberman and Sen. Bernie Sanders (l-Vt.J- 

The coastal plain is currently off-limits to drilling rigs, but Lieberman and other 
lawmakers want permanent protection. Legislation in 19B0 that expanded the Arctic preserve 
deferred a congressional decision on managing energy resources on the 1. 5 -mil-lion-acre 
coastal plain. 

Alaskan lawmakers and others seeking to boost domestic production have long sought to tap 
an estimated 5.7 billion and 16 billion barrels worth of oil in the region. Republicans 
came close to opening the area in the last Congress after expanding their majority in the 
2004 elections but fell just short. 

The ANWR issue is not wholly partisan, with several pro-drilling Democrats in favor of 
development and moderate Republicans having sink efforts to open the reserve in the last 
Congress. 

Opening the area is not on the table under the Democratic leadership of Congress. At the 
same time, permanent protections are also considered quite unlikely given the difficultly 
associated with getting the 60 votes needed to pass such a measure. 

Reps. Ed Markey [D-Mass.) and Jim Ramstad (R-Minn.) introduced House legislation in 
January to designate the coastal plain as a wilderness area. House and Senate legislation 
to create permanent protection has also been introduced in previous sessions of Congress. .
